1, NIA Directive No. 1, paragraph 2, provides that ‘he Contral 
Intelligence Group will furnieh strategic and netionsl policy intelli- 
to the President and the State, War and Navy Departments, and, 
as appropriate, to the State-War-Havy Coordinating Comittee, the Joint 
Chiefs of Steff, and other governsenta partments and agencies having 
strategic and polioy functions related to the national seourlty,.* 


2. On Ootober 1, 1946, OIG initiated consideration of the closest 
possible OLG«SWHCC relationship. On November 20, 1948, SWNCc agreed to 
gertain Liaigon procedures which were issued for SWHCC information in 
gnnoc B80/1L, end for CLG information in Old Directive No, 17 of Decenber 
5, 1945. Operational detedls were subsequently iasued in CIG Operations 
Menctandum Ho. 6 of 82 Jammry 1947, 


BS Since early 1946, all formal SWNOC papers have been dlatri buted 
to OIG for information, These are received in the Advisory Council, 
where they are “Briefed” and given such internal OIG distribution os 
appeare appropriate, OIG policy papers (inoluding IAB and NIA) are 
dletributed ta SWHCC enly when they touch upon matters of direct interest 
to that orgenization. 


4. Upon firm esteblichment of the Dissemination Branoh of 00D in 
the fall of 1946, two copies of all finished intelligence have been 
distributed an a matter of routine to the SHNCC Secretariat. Current 
policy (paragraphs 1 and @ ebove) provides CIG representation on SHNCC 
“working committess “when requested” in addition to permment authorized 
direct Liaison as follows:
